The above nostalgic lines by 


poet James Whitcomb Riley are 
from a famous poem about 
man's eternal search to find his 
long dreamed of Utopia—his 
never, never land where the 
grass is greener, the mountains 
higher and the valleys deeper/ 
Everyone probably has his own 
ideal piece of the world, but few 
have the fortune, or good sense, 
to realize when they have found 
it. 


The late Norman C. Engler, 


an enterprising man with a 
genuine appreciation for the 
finer things in life, found his 
land of Where-Away years ago 
in north central Arkansas along 
the banks of gigantic Bull 
Shoals Lake and the crystal 
clear White River. A native of 
Minnesota and resident of 
Kansas, 
Engler 
saw the 


enhancing, 
scenic 
Ozark 


Mountain area as an ideal place 
to display his unusual and 
beautiful collection of button? 
mosaics and, in 1951, when Bull 
Shoals Dam was just being 
completed, he founded his far 
from the ordinary Where-Away 


Gift 
Shop in 
the 
newly 


developing resort paradise. 


In 1953, Engler permanently 


settled Where-Away Gift Shop 
in the small community of 
Lakeview on Arkansas State 
Highway 178, one mile east of 
the dam, and here, for the past 
19 years, the now famous gift 
shop has received over 750,000 
visitors who came to see the 
widely 
acclaimed 
button 


mosaics and the outstanding art 
and craft objects for sale in the 
unique little shop. 


Engler's mosaics, the result 


of 30 years of hobby-time work, 
are elegantly rendered, large, 
framed pictures made entirely 
from buttons. Each of the 16 
mosaics depict a well-known 
historical or religious scene and 
is composed of buttons from all 
over the world. 


The mosaics began originally 


as an offshoot of Engler's 


favorite 
pastime, 
button 


collecting. Starting with his 
grandmother's button box 
which provided hundreds of 
rare, antique buttons, Engler 
added historical, military, 
political, commemorative and 
collector's buttons. He also 
found thousands of just plain 
pretty buttons such as fabric 
and pearl ones, rhinestones and 
jets. An ardent button fan, 
Engler served as president of 
both the Minnesota and Kansas 
State Button Societies and, all 
told, his works now contain over 
250,000 beautiful buttons which, 
when arranged together to form 
images, create a striking effect. 


But part of the credit for the 


mosaics goes to Engler's wife, 
Ida, who had the original idea to 
make pictures out of the but- 
tons. She designed the scenes 
and Engler, using linen thread 
coated in beeswax for strength, 


carefully sewed the buttons on 
the 
different 
background 


fabrics always using a sturdy 
layer of canvas underneath. 


Today, the mosaics, titled 


with such names as the Last 
Supper, 
Remember Pearl 


Harbor, Pilgrims Going To 
Church, Spirit of '76, and the 
American Eagle, hang around 
the walls of Where-Away Gift 
Shop and continue to amaze 
visitors with their intricately 
patterned scenes. 


While in the Lakeview area, 


visitors will find ample to do, 
including camping at Bull 
Shoals State Park, trout fishing 
below the Dam, swimming and 
skiing in Bull Shoals Lake, 
touring fascinating Penrod 
Museum, Mountain Village 1890 
and Bull Shoals Caverns, and 
just plain relaxing at one of the 
many lakeside resorts to enjoy 
the fresh Ozark 
air.

Phillipines are put 
under martial law

The Philippines government 


proclaimed martial law, closed 
major newspapers, took control 
of radio stations and cut com- 
munications with the outside 
world today for the first time 
since the islands gained inde- 
pendence from U.S rule 26 
years ago. 


The drastic measures came 


amid unrest caused by the 
country's worst floods in his- 
tory and a growing wave of 
bombings and terrorism culmi- 
nating in an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to assassinate the de- 
fense secretary Friday. 


An expected broadcast today 


by President Ferdinand E. 
Marcos was not heard by eve- 
ning. Philippine radio stations 
still on the air played uninter- 


POWs not 
on board 
airliner 


VIENTIANE (AP) — The 


Russian Aeroflot airliner that 
was expected to carry the first 
American prisoners of war to 
be freed by North Vietnam 
since 1969 arrived in Vientiane 
from Hanoi today, but the 
POWs were not aboard, U.S. 
television crewmen leavingnthe 
aircraft said. 


Two American television 


crews had flown from Vientiane 
into the North Vietnamese capi- 
tal on the same airliner earlier 
in the day in the expectation it 
would return on its way to Mos- 
cow with the freed POWs. 


Waiting at the airport to 


meet the scheduled flight were 
American Ambassador G. 
McMurtrie Godley and other 
senior American diplomats. 


Godley told newsmen before 


the airliner landed that he 
hoped to board the plane and 
talk privately with the three re- 
leased pilots if the men were 
aboard.

Sketchy reports filtering out 


of the troubled nation indicated 
the military appeared to be 
playing a subdued role and 
martial law was not being en- 
forced in Cebu and Mindanao. 


Government sources 
said 


Marcos signed the martial law 
decree transferring power to lo-

But other reports said the 


proclamation was dated Thurs- 
day, and had been prepared be- 
fore Defense Secretary Juan 
Ponce Enrile and his aides es- 
caped unscathed from shots 
fired into Enrile's car by un- 
identified gunmen who fled. 


Nixon, McGovern 
trade barbs at 
long-distance

President Nixon and chal- 


lenger George McGovern have 
traded long-distance barbs as 
the 1972 presidential campaign 
appears to get a little bit more 
prickly. 


Meanwhile, Vice President 


Spiro Agnew kept up his attack 
on the Democratic presidential 
nominee, and McGovern's run- 
ning-mate, Sargent Shriver, 
flew to help Democrats in Ne- 
vada. 


The President 
loosed his 


barbs from Floresville, Tex., 
where he and Mrs. Nixon at- 
tended a dinner with wealthy 
Democrats at the ranch of for- 
mer Treasury Secretary John 
B. ConnaUy. 


While appealing for TJcmo- 


cratic votes Friday night, Nix- 
on hit McGovern on defense 
and economic issues. As has 
been his custom, Nixon did not 
mention his Democratic chal- 
lenger by name. 


"We reject the arguments of 


those who say that we would 
cut our defenses so that we be- 
come the second strongest na- 
tion in the world," the Presi- 
dent said. 


McGovern made tongue-in- 


cheek references to the Water- 
gate affair and its links to Nix- 
on's re-election organization as 


the Democrat campaigned Fri- 
day in Detroit, Rochester, N.Y., 
and Pittsburgh. 


Referring to Nixon's Texas 


trip, McGovern said: "I don't 
know what this second visit's 
about unless he's going to come 
back with another suitcase full 
of money. The last guy they 
sent carried a suitcase between 
his legs with $700,000 in cash." 


The South Dakota senator re- 


ferred to recent disclosures 
that Nixon fundraiser Roy Win- 
chester flew from Texas to 
Washington with a suitcase con- 
taining 1700,000 for Nixon's re- 
election fund. 


Four of the checks carried in 


the suitcase were reported to 
have been found in the bank ac- 
count of "Bernard Barker, one 
of the seven men facing trial in 
the June 17 break-in at Demo- 
cratic headquarters in the Wa- 
tergate complex in Washington. 


Agnew was campaigning in 


the South and continued hitting 
McGovern's criticism of U.S. 
bombing in Vietnam. 


Meanwhile, Shriver flew to 


Las Vegas, Nev., to lend a 
hand to Democratic Gov. Mike 
O'Callaghan, who invited the 
vice-presidential candidate to 
speak at a Jefferson-Jackson 
Day dinner for candidates to 
the state Legislature.

dox of bidding. South can 
stretch his values a trifle 
and open with a forcing two- 
bid. After that srtart, South 
will want to pull in his horns 
and the partnership will stop 
at a safe four hearts. 


If South elects to open with 


just one heart, North wjll 
raise him to two. South will 
revalue his hand and will be 
quite likely to get to five or 
even six hearts. 


Six hearts is a hopeless 


contract, five hearts a very 
poor one. But some players 
will make it. 


If West o p e n s a spade, 


East may play his ace on 
dummy's 10, which will auto- 
matically give South his llth 
trick. If East makes the cor- 
rect play of the jack, South 
should plan to execute a 
s t r i p play by ruffing out 
dummy's diamonds and his 
own last spade. 


If either defender plays a 


club before this is accom- 
plished, South will have a 
fairly easy play for the llth 
trick; if the defenders leave 
clubs alone, South will have 
to play that suit himself. 


The line of play to hold his 


loss in that suit to one trick 
is to lead low toward dummy 
and play the eight. East will 
win and be caught in an end 
play.

By Lawrence Lamb, 
Dear Dr. Lamb —Could 


you please discuss tempera- 
ture and explain if it is nor- 
mal for a child almost 10 tc 
have a regular temperature 
ranging from 99.2 to 99.6 
degrees? I first discovered 
this last Thanksgiving and it 
didn't follow an illness. She 
has been seen by the doctor 
twice and there was no sign 
of illness. All of her labora- 
tory studies were normal. 
She looks well and has a 
good appetite, but I'm wor- 
ried about what this means. 
My doctor seems uncon- 
cerned. If you say the above 
average temperature is noth- 
ing to worry about, I'll 
ignore it. Otherwise, should 
I take her to another doctor 
or what? 


Dear Reader—You did the 


right thing in taking your 
daughter to the doctor for a 
f ood medical examination, 


ince she turned out to be 


perfectly 
normal by ex- 


amination I think you could 
indeed forget the problem. 
Body temperature varies a 
lot in different people. The 
oral 
temperature 
ranges 


from 96.6 degrees F. to 100.0 
degrees F. Not only that, 
some people have a normal 
daily variation in body tem- 
perature of as much as 2.0 
degrees F. or 3.0 degrees F. 


Usually the body tempera- 


ture is lowest between 3 and 
5 in the morning and it is 
highest in the late afternoon 
or early evening. It is partic- 
ularly labile in infants and 
it's more labile in children 
than it is in adults. Many 
normal adults have an after- 
noon or early evening tem- 
perature of 99.0 degrees F. 
or more. 


Body temperature can be 


influenced by a good many 
factors. Strenuous exercise 
can temporarily elevate the 
temperature sev eral de- 
grees. Even eating hot, spicy 
foods can elevate the tem- 
perature in some people. The 
temperature regulating cen- 


ter for the brain is located 
in the area called the hy- 
pothalamus, which is a small 
structure 
underneath 
the 


brain behind the eyes. It's 
literally the switchboard for 
human emotions. Therefore 
it's not too surprising that 
emotional reactions can in- 
fluence body temperature. 
All things considered, in the 
face of a normal medical 
examination, I would say 
that your doctor is probably 
wise in ignoring it and think 
you should do the same. 
* * * 


I receive many letters 


from women who have had 
their tubes tied and later re- 
gretted it. Attempts have 
been made for several years 
to reunite severed tubes or 
undo female sterility opera- 
tions. These have met with 
varied success. For readers 
who are concerned with the 
problem, however, they 
might be interested to know 
that Dr. Celso-Ramon Gar- 
cia at the University of 
Pennsylvania in 
Philadel- 


phia has developed a micro- 
surgery technique. The sur- 
gery is done with the aid 
of a microscope and Dr. 
Garcia has been able to ob- 
tain successful rejoining of 
open tubes in 50 per cent of 
his cases. Of his first 14 pa- 
tients, three have been preg- 
nant and one of them has 
had two n o r m a l preg- 
nancies. There are many 
problems associated with the 
reconstructive surgery but at 
least there's hope for those 
who are sorry about the 
whole thing.
